There is one very puzzling feature 
to the latest phase of the war.

It 
seemed to be intended as an an- 
nouncement to the world. The same 
may be said of the air raids. 

Tt has always been felt by air men 
that the visite of the Zeppelins last 
summer to London were not meant as 
attacks, but as scouting trips. That 
these bomb-dropping airships were 
making tests of air conditions; were 
dropping bombs; finding out where 
they hit and noting the errors of aim. 
It seemed like an elaborate system 
of charting the way for a tremendous 
air raid which would literally blow 
England to pieces.

Yet I am still convineed that these 
air raids are not the ultimate aim of 
the air campaign.

RAIDS HAVE THREE TARGETS. 

The Zeppelin raid that I saw seemed 
to be aimed at three targets: The Mar- 
con] house on the Strand, the Wool- 
wich Arsenal and the railroad track 
at Croydon. I look to see them 20 
after such places with Zeppelin squad- 
rons. 

The one brilliant feat of arms so 
far accomplished by the British was 
the destruction of the German sub- 
marine fleet. I may add that it was 
partiy done’ by English cruisers s- 
guiised as merchant vessels exactly in 
the manner that the German cruiser 
Moewe Was disculsed. It was ac- 
complished also by finding the stations 
on the Irish coasta to which the subs 
came in for sonceale@ fuel supplies. 
Cordons of boats waited at these 
Places for the subs to come up and 
destroyed them. Many were also 
caught in nets. 

We can expect that the new Ger- 
man subs will be constructed to cor- 
rect this defect, constructed so they 
can rely exclusively on their own home 
bases for fuel, and that they will 
prey upon commerce further out at 
sea. ; 

Assuming that the Germans are alle 
to harass with reasonable success the 
British shipping, it is not clear just 
what they hope to accomplish there- 
by: unless it be that they feel con- 
fident of ultimately winning a victory 
on lana and hope to hamper the 
British from building up too strong 
an OvVer-seag commerce meanwhile. 

There is of course room for quite a 
different theory. There is some indi-

DUTCH FLAG FLOWN 
BY BRITISH CRUISER.

BERLIN, Feb. & (via Sayville, N. 
Y¥.)—"Further details of the attack 


by a Eritish auxiliary cruiser flying 
the Dutch flag on a German subma- 
rine are given from an authoritative 
source,” saye the (Overseas News 
Agency.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS

ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.! 
VIENNA, Feb. 5 (via London, 7:50 
p.m.)—-The Austrian authorities evi- 
dently have changed their minds re- 
garding the possibility of negotiating 
peace with the members of the Cabit- 
net of Montenegro ieft in that coun- 
try. It is now announced that the 
negotiations have not yet begun and 
will be deferred until the ministers 
are furnished with indisputable cre- 
dentials to make a binding peace. — 

It is asserted in army cireles that 
the Montenegrin people are manifest- 
ing a strikingly friendly attitude tuvo- 
ward the Austrian troops.

slorious in British annals. The Dar- 
danelles /campaign belongs to history. 
While it ie not possible to anticipate 


‘the verdict of history and place the 


responsibility for what has happened, 
the outline of the story as it will 
appear in the histories of the future 
May now be told. 

The whole world has thrilled to 
the accounts of the combats in the 
ravines of Gallipoli, and this article 
deals not with battles which have al- 
ready been described, but with the 
campaign as a whole, as seen from 
the standpoint of the higher com- 
mands. But I cannot refrain from 
saying, after days spent in examin- 
ing official reports and wading 
through masses of material compiled 
by official dryasdusts, as well as the 
voluminous dispatches of Gen. Sir 
Ian Hamilton, that I do not believe 
a parallel exists for the deeds wrought 
in four months: by Britons, French- 
men, Australasians and Turks beside 
the straits for whose control the 
Greeks besieged Troy. “Agamemnon,” 
Gen. Hamilton remarked after the 
Suvla disaster, “tried to win the Dar- 
danelles by the other possible method, 
an attack along the Asian coast, and 
I begin to wish—"’ The sentence ended 
in a smile.

TURKS WERE STRONG. 


The strength of the Turks under Li- 
man von Sanders in the peninsula was 
estimated by the British intelligence 
departmient at 150,000. When the 
landing was made, most of this force 
was concentrated on the Kilid Bahr 
plateau, above the Narrows, the 
strongest position at Gallipoli, and one 
about which little hag been heard be- 
cause the British were never able to 
attack it. The ridge of Krithia to the 
south, with its dominant peak of Achi 
Baba, was an advanced position of the 
Turks, held by 35,000 men. The troops 
at Anzac were unable to advance after 
the landing, and Gen. Hamilton made 
violent attacks in the south at the end 
of April and on May 6, 7, and 8, with- 
out heing able to carry the Krithia 
positions. These aftacks were made 
with the Twenty-ninth Division, the 
Twenty-ninth Indian Brigade 
in on its arrival, and the French help- 
ing on the extreme right wing, Even 
the addition of an Australian brigade 
brought down from Anzac was unable 
to strengthen the little army sufficient- 
ly to enable victory to be achieved. 

On May 8, Gen. Hamilton, and the 
French had lost some 20,000 men. 
They had between them not more than 
40,000 men asnore, although the For- 
ty-second Division was due to arrive 
two days later. Gen. Ham!’ » aeccord- 
ingly cabled Lord Kiten er that he 
would need two new divisions to suc- 
cessfully assault the Turkish positions. 

Between this date and May 27, the 
British government learned that the 
projected Russian expedition from 
Odessa to the Bosporus could not be 
carried out, owing to the German on- 
slaught in Galicia, which at that time 
was surging around Przemvs)l. The 

Russians represented the danger to 
Warsaw and sent the army of Odessa 
against the Germans. This was a fatal 
blow to the Gallipolf expedition, al- 
though the British staff could not 
blame the Russians, whose position 
was desperate. It was the second dis- 
aster of the kind, for the Greek Pre- 
mier Venizelos, had promised when the 
expedition was first planned to send 
two Greek divisions to help, only to be 
overruled hg King Constantine, who 
dectared Gallipoli impregnable and 
offered to assist with his whole army 
on condition that the British advance 
through Thrace and guarantee the in- 
tegrity of Greek territory against Bul- 
garia. ‘These terms the'allied foreign 
ministers, in March, declined to meet. 
MORE MEN REQUESTED. 

When Gen. Hamilton learned on 
May 17 that the Russian expedition 
against Constantinople had been re- 
linquished, he cabled Lora Kitchener 
that two army corps or four divisions 
would be necessary to win through. 
Later, as he antiectpated, several Turk- 
ish divisions which had been held to 
meet the Russians appeared in Gal- 
lipolil. No promises were given him 
at this time, and he found his sup- 
ply of munitions, especially of shells, 
too short to undertake many ferious 
attacks. There was juet enouth am- 
munition to permit of one attack every 
three weeks, and accordingly costly 
assaults were delivered on May 19, 
Tune 4, June 28, and July 12-13, which 
resulted in the gain of some thousand 
yerds, but no position of importance. 
Meanwhile, after the liftv-second Di- 
vision arrived on May 24, and the 
troops in the south were formed into 
the Fighth Army Corps, the strength 
of the army began to waste away, and 
no more reinforcements excepting 
drafts to replace some part of the 
wastage were sent out.

British, from a bare on the supposed 
site of the Garden of Eden, operated 
against Bagdad, the city of the Ara- 
bian Nights, and the Rugsians in their 
advance on Kashan recently took 
Hamadan, the ancient Ecbatana, 
which contains, according to the Mo- 
hammedams, the tombs of Esther and 
Mordecai. 
The belief that at Kashan the Wise 
Men of the East first saw the star of 
Bethlehem has found support among 
learhed Christian theologians. But, 
however that may be, Kashan be- 
came a great city in ancient times, 
especially after it was rebuilt by Zo- 
zeideh, wife of Haroun-el Raschid. It 
once had 66500 houses and (forty 
mosques, and was renowned for its 
silk weavers and brass workers. But 
civil wars, earthquakes and economic 
causes brought about its decay. There 
ia still seen the famous leaning mina- 
ret, 130 feet high, which once served 
as an oriental divorcee court. Un- 
faithful wives were dragged up the 
spiral staircase to the top and shoved 
off. Four miles from Kashan are the 
remains of the wonderful palace 
built by Shah Abbas, the greatest of 
the Persian monarchs. The oasis con- 
structed by the Shah is still green, its 
pavilions are gay with paintings and 
mosaics and its gardens full of roses, 
watered by streams that run through 
blue tiled channe!s. In this palace, a 
political tragedy was_enacted in 1863. 
Mirza Kahn, Prime later and own 
brother-in-law of the reigning Shah, 
was condemned to death. He asked 
permission to commit suicide, and 
opened a vein in his arm in one of 
the ancient, tiled bathrooms of the 
palace. The ruined palace with its 
summer houses amid trees and gar- 
dens, surrounded by desert, is de- 
scribed as the most beautiful thing of 
its kind in the Near East. 

Kashan is also famous (for its 
scorpions, which are said to be among 
the largest and most poisonous in the 
world.

BIBLICAL CITY IN PERSIA IN 
PATH OF THE WAR. 


Hamadan, or Shushan, Where 
Ahbasuerus Reigned and Fell to the 
Caprices of Vashti, is Now a Camp 
of the Ozar’s Troops Which are 
Operating Against the Turks.

LONDON, Jan. 31. — Hamadan, 
which the Russian army operating in 
Persia has occupied, figures in Biblical 
ae well as early Grecian history. It 
was the ancient Ecbatana, the treasure 
city captured and plundered by Alex- 
ander the Great, and it appears in 
the Book of Esther as Shushan, where 
Ahasuerus, who “reigned from India 
even into Ethiopia,” gave way to the 
caprices of Vashti and was induced to 
relent by the attract$sa of Esther. 

At Hamadan pilot» Jews still point 
out the tombs of Mordecai and Esther, 
which stand in a wooden domed 
building in the center of the town. 
There is no doubt that the two wood- 
en sarcophagi shown there are an- 
cient, but considerable question of 
their being what tradition ascribes. 
They bear Hebrew inscriptions, one 
eaid to be of A.D. 557 and the other 
A. D841. Near the city a large 
mound is pointed out as the site of 
the palace of Ahasuerus. A crudely 
carved lion, on the site, is the sub- 
of much legend also. 
Five miles from Hamadan, in a 
mountain gorge, is a famous stone 
with inecriptions in the Persian, Me- 
dian and Babylonian languages, which 
seems to have been placed there by 
Xerxes. These inscriptions supplied 
the key that enabled the cuneiform 
inscriptions at Nineveh tobe deci- 
phered. The natives believe treasure 
lies buried under the etone. 

Hamadan was once famous for its 
white wines, but now its chief busi- 
ness is leather, which is much in de- 
mand in Persia for harness and sad- 
dies. Residents say the stench from 
the tanning pools prevents the clocks 
from keeping the correct time. Its 
population numbers 40,000, including

SWISS FRONTIER. 


Single Barb Wire Fence is Enough 
to Indicate that Traveler is on the 
Boundaries of a Neutral Republic 
Where the War is Discreetly 
Barred. 


{A. P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE.) 

HEADQUARTERS, FRENCH 
ARMIES ON WEST FRONT, Jan. 15. 
(British official eyewitness.)—-What 
will the adventurous person who at- 
tempts to walk along the French front 
trenches find when he reaches the 
Swiss frontier, the extreme point of 
the French right wing? 

He will find a barb wire fence no 
more formidable than those which 
enclose many English meadows. After 
the vast and complicated fields of barb 
wire which protect the trenches, this 
fence seems absurdly inadequate and 
artificial to be the counterpart of the 
North Sea, which terminates the lines 
at the extreme other end. 

There are a few pieces of red and 
white canvas tied to the wire to show 
that at this point the neutral territory 
of Switzerland begins, and a single 
Swiss sentry stands with bayonet fixed 
behind a movable barrier garnished 
with barb wire that is set across the 
country road. The placid warlike 
scene seems an impossibly tame con- 
clusion for 500 miles of complicated 
earthworks and fortifications. 

One drives to the Swiss frontier 
through the “Trouee de Belfort,” the 
broad gap between the Vosges and the 
Swiss Jura, which offers so inviting a 
paasage into France to the invader 
from the East. One passes it full 


speed along roads protected from Ger- 
man eyes by tall screens of brushwood. 


mans have many lookout posts, conse- 
quently the screens are sometimes on 
the left, sometimes on the right, and 
sometimes on both sides, and one be- 
gins to feel that the Germans are 
everywhere. 

By a sentry box there stands a man 
whom the French call “the man of the 
extreme right” the sentry who guards 
the furthest point of the French right 
wing He is a dovanier, a customs- 
house officer So long as he stands 
there on duty with fixed bayonet he 
is in perfect safety, but as soon as he 
is relieved and goes away to rest in 
the neighboring village he enters the 
danger zone and may at any time get 
raed the neighborhood of a German 
shell. 

The trenches are hidden in a 
wood 500 yards away, and one mitht 
think that the place was quite with- 
out defense, but nothing has been left 
to chance, and the French are ready 
for any eventuality. The Swiss sentry 
salutes politely as the traveler ap- 
proaches the boundary, and a Swiss 
sergeant comes out from the neigh- 
boring guardhouse to examine the 


pers. 

After a little conversation across 
the fence that divides Switzerland 
from France, the sergeant proceeds 
to the formality which he calls “open- 
ing the frontier.” Half the barrier 
across the road is moved aside and 
replaced by a large wooden table. 
From the French side there appear a 
number of peasant women with large 
baskets; their papers are examined 
by the “man of the extreme right” 
and they are allowed to pass up to the 
counter. Then buying and selling be- 
gins across the frontier counter. The 
Swiss government allows the peasants 
in the French frontier villages to buy 
provisions and the like from the Swiss 
shopkeepers, who bring their wares 
to the frontier, provided that certain 
articles do not go out of the conntry,

Lord Kitchener replied that not a 
man could be spared because all avail- 
able troops. were being sent to Sir 
John French for the “big push” that 
was to take place in Flanders in Sep- 
tember. Gen. Hamilton, despite this 
refusal, decided to attack again, 
brought the Second Mounted Division 
from Egypt, organized as infantry, 
and summoned the immortal Twenty- 
ninth Division, whose Bighty-six 
Kighty-seventh and Eighty - eighth 
brigades had won in the preceding 
four months honors second to none 
in the British army, to Suvia. A gen- 
eral attack of all the troops at Suvia 
on August 21 falled. The Eighty- 
seventh Brigade carried Hill 76, but 
the Eighty-sixth on its right was 
beaten back by a forest fire and ulti- 
mately the Eighty-seventh was swept | 
off the crest. 

This battle was virtually the end of 
the campaign, for no more reinforce- 
ments were sent out, and on October 
11, the government having Jecided to 
help Serbia, Gen. Hamilton was asked 
by Kitchener to estimate the losses 
involved in a withdrawal. He replied 
that an abandonment of the campaign 
was unthinkable, and was relieved of 
command on October 17 by Gen. Sir 
Charlies Monro, who with Gen. Bird- 
wood at Anzac and Gen. Davies in the 
south, and the co-operation of Vice- 
Admiral De Robeck, has since accom- 
plished the amazing feat of a total 
evacuation at the cost of four men 
wounded. Long before the final clean- 
out the Tenth Irish Division was re- 
moved to Saloniki and distinguished 
itself against the Bulgarian army at 
Lake Doiran.

SANTA BARBARA MAN SERVED 
LONG TERM FOR KILLING, 


After Parole He Becomes Smug- 
gier, Authorities Allege, and is 
Caught in General Round-up of 
Crooks—Woman Testifying in Will 
Case is Overcome.

SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 5.—Jerry 
Desmond, arrested at San Francisco in 
connection with a Coast-wide opium 
activity, was sent to San Quentin 
twenty-three years ago from here to 
serve a life sentence in company with 
Henry McLaughlin for the murder of 
Arthur Hoare, station agent at Los 


Alamos for the Southern Pacific. 

Desmond and McLaughlin held up 
the agent, killing him when he failed 
to comply instantly with their com- 
mand to throw up his hands. A few 
days before the killing practical jok- 
ers at Los Alamos had waylaid the 
Constable and when the station agent 
heard the command “Hands up,” he 
mistook it for a hoax, and, turning 
in his chair where he sat at his desk, 
laughed at the highwaymen. 

Though but one shot was fired 
Hoare was “wounded twice. An in- 
vestigation disclosed that the bullet, 
passing through his body had glanced 
on a safe, rebounded and again passed 
through the agent's body. 

Desmond and McLaughlin fled and 
were captured at 
Laughlin, the younger, claimed to have 
fired accidentally. Both were allowed 
to plead guilty to murder and were 
given life sentences. 

Desmond was paroled in 1911 de- 
spite the earnest opposition of Under- 
Sheriff R. D. Smith, the only officer 
now living who was in service at the 
time of the killing.

REMARKABLE exemplification 
was given during the two nights 
of low temperatures during the 
past week of the wonderful system of 
co-operative frost protection which 
has been developed and perfected by 
the citrus and other fruit growers of 
Southern California. Perhaps the 
most picturesque phase of it is the 
manner in which the alarm of ap- 
proaching danger is secured and 
spread over wide territories by men 
on fast motorcycles and in stripped 
racing biles—modern Paul Re- 
veres of the peaceful Southland. 
Paul Revere used a horse and a 
kerosene lantern and his own unas- 
sisted voice to warn the farmers of 
the enemy’s coming. The horse was 
good, no doubt, and the lantern well- 
polished and the voice strong, but a 
glimpse of the modern way of carry- 
ing news of coming danger would 
probably have made Mr. Revere dis- 
satisfied with his facilities. Down-to- 
'the-minute adaptations of the tele- 
phone and telegraph, added to mes- 
sengers that can make ninety miles 
an hour when necessary, constitute 
the machinery by which Southland 
orchardists are warned of the ap- 
proach, not of the British, but of the 
cohorts of Jack Frost, in time to get 
their elaborate temperature-raising 
devices to work. 
OUR FROST INSURANCE. 


‘There are 25,000 men in Southern 
California who burn the midnight 


aed 


crops from possible damake. ‘There 
is at least $2,000,000 invested in 
Southern California today in frost in- 
surance. There are now approximate- 
ly 2,000,000 orchard heaters in the 
‘citrus belt, three-fourths of them 
loaded and ready to touch off at a 
moment’s notice. 

Leas than five years ago there was 
hardly an orchard heater in a citrus 
grove. Today there is a heater be- 
side nearly every mature tree, no 
matter where one looks. The average 
heater holds five gallons of crude oil, 
worth 3 cents per gallon, and costs 
about $1. In 1913 a handful of grow- 
ers in the Pomona Valley saved $450,- 
000 worth of citrus fruit by burning 
$45,000 worth of crude oil in their 
heaters. They marketed that much 
fruit and got the money for it, while 
many other growers lost part or even 
all of their crop. Some of the grow- 
ers who used orchard heaters that 
winter netted $1000 an acre from their 
oranges and lemons. 

Today the business of frost pro- 
tection is untversal in the citrus belt. 
The growers are banded together into 
co-operative protection associations 
in every district where our fortunately 
very infrequent frosts may come. 

Practically all of the frost protec- 
tive associations are run on the mu- 
tual plan. The Pomona Valley organ- 
ization is known as the Frost Pro- 
tective Association.

OTERS REQUIRED 
TO NAME PARTIES. 


Voters who desire to cast a ballot 
for a party candidate at the August 
primaries must register their party af- 
filiation if the primary law as 


the | amended at the special session of the 


Legislature is held up by referendum. 
This does not apply, however, to the 
Presidential primaries in May, when 
the voter can cast his ballot by writ- 
ing at that time the name of the po- 
litical party with which he intends to 
affiliate in voting for candidates for 
office at the next ensuing November 
election. 

These unqualified statements were 
made yesterday by Thomas McAleer, 
Registrar of Voters, who has made a 
thorough study of the primary laws 
and speaks authoritatively. 

“There is absolutely no question 
about these provisions over which 
there seems to be confusion,” Mr. Mc- 
Aleer said. “The Legislature at its 
recent special session amended the 
1913 primary law so that it eliminates 
party registrations. This law does 
not become effective until ninety days 
after its passage, which will be April 
10. There is a movement afoot to 
hold up the law by referendum and if 
that is done the 1913 law remains un- 
changed at least until the November 
election, when the referendum will be 
voted upon. 

“As to the Presidential primaries 
the law does not require a previous 
declaration of party affiliation. How- 
ever, the voter must register on the 
roster the day he goes to vote the 
name of the political party with which 
he intends to affiliate in voting for 
candidates for office at the next ensu- 
‘ing November election.” 

County Counsel Hill yesterday made 
a statement to the same effect as that 
of Registrar McAleer. Mr. Hill says 
any voter not stating his party affilia-

VICTORY FOR OIL MEN. 


In the Federal District Court, yes- 
terday, Judge Bledsoe ordered dis- 
missal without leave to amend, of the 
action brought by W. A. Stutsman 
against the Olinda Land ‘Company, 
the Columbia Oil Company, and a 
number of individual defendants. 

The -suit was brought by the 
assignee of locaters upon a placer 
claim upon supposedly public land, 
to quiet title, and cance! a patent 
issued by the State of California, and 
an accounting. TX involved an area 
of alleged valuable oll land in the 
Fullerton field. 

The court, following the lines of 
the opinion“delivered hy the Supreme 
Court in the Burke case, holds that 
only the governmént could recover the 
lands, and that an individual is 
estopped from doing so. 

The property was conveved to the 
State as schoo! lands in 1868, and it 
was alleged in behalf of the complain- 
ant, who made location and  dis- 
covery in 1913, that at the time of 
its listing to the State it was mineral 
land, and known to be such by the 
applicants therefor, and by the Sur- 
veyor-General of California, to whom 
such application for listing was made; 
that in spite of such listing the ap- 
plication was received and approved 
by the Surveyor-General. It is 
claimed that the commissioner of the 
General Land Office thereafter listed 
the lands to the State as lieu lands, 
granted in lieu of a certain specified 
school section. 

The land involved is claimed to be. 
very valuable, and there has been 
much interest in the opinion of Judge 
Bledsoe, as if successful it presaged 
a number of similar actions by parties 
who have gone on various locations, 
made discoveries and would seek the 
land on the ground that they were 
mineral in character and therefore 
not subject to selection. A number 
of local attorneys, interested in oil 
litigation, were on hand to hear the 
opinion of the court.

FIRES ELEVEN NIGHTS. 


During the present winter Southern 
California districts have fired their 
groves as follows: Two nights in No- 
vember, four in December, five in 
January. The probability is that 
heating will not be necessary more 
than two nights in February, if at all. 

There was atime when smudging 
was a great inconvenience to the pub- 
lic, but that day is rapidly vanishing. 
Great improvements in the - orchard 
heaters have been made by manufac- 
turers during the past three years. 
The one aim is to eliminate the smoke. 
The idea of heating is to create a 
layer of warm air which rises tree- 
top high and remains there as long as 
the heaters are burning. The origina 
theory that a layer of smoke was sat- 
isfactory has long since been ex- 
ploded. The smoke used to dirty up 
the fruit and it was expensive to have 
it washed when sent to the packing- 
house, so there has been a general 
effort to install heaters which are as 
nearly smokeless as possible. 

Another point, which is advanced by 
Mr. Adamson, is that the growers 
have so improved their system that 
they don’t have to guess any more. 
Instead of going out, snitfing the air, 
getting frightened and lighting up 
heaters to waste oil, the ranchers de- 
pend upon the association to notify 
them if the temperature is running 
low. They then go according to their 
own thermometers, and if they have 
to fire at all they generally fire for a 
brief period. Seldom do the heaters 
run for more than an hour, often not 
longer than thirty minutes, and ex- 
ceedingly rare is the occasion when a 
block totaling 400 acres is lighted. 
The general plan is to heat just 
enough to play safe. Many growers 
simply light the border rows of heat- 
era around their groves, to raise a 
little fog bank and shelter the fruit 
from the cold air which might enter 
from the outside. During the past 
winter not more than 5600 acres out 
of every 2000 have been heated any- 
where, and the heating period has 
been shorter than usual. 

Cutting down the amount of heating 
has reduced the expense and accom- 
panying discomforts as well as elimi-. 
the necessity of washing so 
muc 

In the Pomona Valley the Frost 
Protective Association reached from 
Central avenue on the east to Valley 
Center avenue in San Dimas on the 
west—thirty-five square miles. it 
serves over 4000 acres of citrus groves. 
The ranches average ten acres each, 
and some of the growers have tele- 
phones for their employees, so there 
are about 500 telephones hooked to- 
gether in the protective district. 

The district is laid out in seven 
routes numbered like hotel floors— 
from 100 up. There are 136 govern- 
ment-tested thermometers in the dis- 
trict. Some of the night riders have 
as many as twenty-one thermometers 
to visit. The thermometers are or 
trees and telephone poles along the 
roads, in the coldest spots that can be 
found. By constant study the asso- 
ciation has found the places which 
are apt to feel a drop in temperature 

and the indicators have been es- 
tablished at those places. 
THE PAUL REVERES. 

The seven young men who patrol 
the district are Archie Varcoe, New- 
ton Crawford, Benton Fredendall, 
Morris Nelson, T. J. Abbott, Paul 
Cline and A. F. Partch. Fredendall 
and Abbott use automobiles to cover 
the territory. The others use motor- 
cycles. The boys work only on the 
coldest nights and they receive $5.50 
per night. | 

They report at the packing-house 
in the business district of Pomona 
early in the evening when called. 

ch rider covers approximately 
twelve miles and he makes the rounds 
and gets back to headquarters within 
fifty minutes. Whenever the temper- 
ature drops to 34 degs. at the pack- 
ing-house there is reason for suppos- 
ing that it is dropping lower out in 
the ranch districts, so the riders start 
out on their routes at 34 degs and 
speed from post to post, reading each 
thermometer and recording its tem- 
perature opposite its number on a 
tally card. When they return from 
their trips they turn in their cards for 
checking on a map which shows the 
position of each th meter in the 
district. 


If a rider is making the rounds and 
he finds a thermometer going exceed- 
ingly low, he goes to a neighboring 
ranch and telephones to headquarters, 
so the alarm can be given at once. 
Otherwise he finishes hie trip and 
starts over the course again. 

The 500 telephones in the protective 
district are listed on seventeen sheets. 
Without regard for their location in 
the territory the telephone numbers 
are compfied according to their com- 
parative coldness. For instance, the 
telephones in the spots which get 
coldest quickly and most frequently 
are on the first sheet. Similarly the 
telephones of all the lemon growers 
are on a sheet by themselves, because 
the lemon growers usually are called 
first 


The association secretary 
calling ranchers when the temperature 
seems to him to be unusually low. The 
orange grower is called at. 26 degs. 
and the lemon grower at 27 degs. 

GIVING THE ALARM. 

The night operators at the tele- 
phone office have duplicates of the as- 
sociation office’s telephone ca!! sheets. 
Whenever the secretary wants to give 
the alarm he rings the central opera- 
tor and tells her to call a specified 
sheet. There are four girls to do the 
calling. They call the numbers on 
one sheet at a time. They ring once 
all the way around, and the numbers 
that do not answer get a second call 
when the sheet is finished. 

When the growers respond to the 
call they begin lighting the oil in their 
orchard heaters, by using long- 
stemmed oi] cans containing gasoline, 
which blazes from the spout. It can 
be done rapidly. The ranchers tie 
handkerchiefs over their faces usually, 
to avoid inhaling fumes and smoke. 
As soon as the danger of freezing is 
past they close the drafts of the heat- 
ers and that extinguishes the fire. The 
ranchers use their own judgment 
about firing. Sometimes after they 
have been called they go out and 
find the temperature has gone up a 
degree or two and they do not light 


As a eral rule the coldest hour 
is just ieee dawn. The bulk of the 
orchard heating is apt to be done 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock in the morning, 
or at least from 4 to 6, although there 
are times when heating is done around 
midnight and even straight through.

The fact that extremely low tem- 
peratures sometimes prevail in the 
foothill districts while there is a high- 
er temperature in groves through the 
valley near at hand may be accounted 
for by the fact that when a layer of 
cold air starts to drain down from 
the foothills into a low district a 
breeze traveling crosswise may check 
the cold air drainage and hold it in 
the foothill district. The presence of 
a breeze in any citrus district at night 
is always a source of relief for the 
grower, because it is apt to scatter 
the layers of cold air, start them to 
rolling, and eliminate the danger of 
cold air settling in any one spot.

ROKEN PLEDGES. 
Two years ago, in the Sixty-third Con- 


gress, the Democratic 
Committee on Appropriations—Mr. Fitzger- 
ald—gave up as a bad job his attempt to 
restrain the raids upon the national treas- 
ury of his party friends. He said: 

“No one can tell just how much the 
appropriations at this session will be, 
bat I think it is a conservative estimate 
to say, Mr. Speaker, that they will far 
exceed the appropriations that have 
been made at any session in the history 
of the government. I have done my 
part and have done my best in some 
way to curtail the expenditures; not to 
interfere with the legitimate functions 
and services of the government, but to 
stop the expenditures of public moneys 
to gratify every whim and to please 
every fancy, either of individuals or of 
members. Everyone seems possessed, 
however, of a determination to obtain 
moneys to maintain and extend that 
particular branch of the public service 
in which he or his constituents is par- 
ticularly interested, and then to make 
fragmentary, spasmodic efforts to save 
in some other direction in which neith- 
er he nor his constituents will be affect- 
ed.” 


The Times, at the risk of being charged 
with “damnable reiteration,” recalls the 
fact that the Democratic party at Baltimore 
in its 1912 platform, after denouncing the Re- 
publican tariff and charging to it respon- 
sibility for the high cost of living, made a 
deliberate pronouncement, as follows: 

“We denounce the profligate waste of 
the money wrung from the people by 
oppressive taxation through the lavish 
appropriations of recent Republican 
Congresses, which have kept taxes high 
and reduced the purchasing power of 
the people’s toii. We demand a return 
to the simplicity and econemy which be- 
fits a democratic government, and a re- 
duction in the number of useless offices, 
the salaries of which drain the sub- 
stance of the people.” 

That was a fine job lot of Democratic 
pledges at Baltimore which was succeed- 
ed by enthusiastic, persistent and long-con- 
tinued violation of these promises at Wash- 
ington last year. The “profligate waste,” 
which the Democrats were going to correct, 
they made to exceed anything that has ever 
occurred in the way of extravagance in the 
history of the nation. That part of the Bal- 
timore platform which promised to check 
waste was sticky as molasses only in that 
it did fool many of the people. 

The Democrats, having obtained power 
by a Republican division, proceeded to do 
that which in the Baltimore platform they 
falsely charged the Republican party with 
doing. Taxes were not reduced; they were 
increased. The loss of revenue caused by 
the Underwood tariff obliged the Democrats 
in the Sixty-third Congress to impose an 
income tax, which the Democrats in the 
Sixty-fourth Congress are about to make 
more burdensome as a consequence of their 
confessed inadequacy to the task of rais- 
ing revenue to run the government. The 
sugary provision about “the purchasing 
power of the people's toil” was followed by 
the Underwood tariff law that reduced the 
purchasing power by producing unemploy- 
ment and distress.

We tolerate, and occasionally applaud, 
what our fathers would have hissed.

TO MEXICAN PORTS. 


OFFSETS AMERICAN-HAWAIIAN | 


LOSS FOR HARBOR. 


Fast Service to Gulf Points will be 
Inaugurated with Sailing from this 
Port Thprsday—Carranza Heavy 
Purchaser of Goods from Dos An- 
geles Jobbers. 


Offsetting in no small way the tempo- 
rary loss of American-Hawalian Com- 
pany service, a new steamship line, 
operated by the Gulf Steamship Com- 
pany, a San Francisco concern, will 
at once make this harbor a port of 
call. This was announced yesterday 
by the Martin Commercial Company, 
the local agents for the new line, 
which will furnish fast 
tween California cities and those of 
the west coast of Mexico. 

The service will be inaugurated by 
the sailing of the steamer Centralia 
from Los Angeles Harbor next Thurs- 
day, for Mazatlan, Topolobampo ané 
Guaymas. The Centralia will be the 
largest vessel in the trade between 
this port and gulf points, and it is 
the announced plan of the new com- 
pany to operate only comfcrtable and 
seaworthy freight and passenger craft. 

Clyde Martin, manager of the Mar- 
tin Commercial Company, declared 
yesterday that the number of vessels 
to be put on the run and the fre- 
quency of calls at this port will be 
determined solly bv the volume of 
business Los Angeles merchants will 
be able to supply. 

The Centralia will carry away 
Thursday a cargo including several 
carloads of flour, groceries and other 
food commodities, more than seventy- 
five tons of dry goods and miscella- 
neous freight besides.

SAYS SAN DIEGO. 


DECLARES STORM DAMAGE IS 
GREATLY EXAGGERATED. 


> 


Notwithstanding Loss of Otay 
Dam, Southern City has Water 
Stored in Reservoirs Sufficient for 
Five Years—Relief Situation is 
Well in Hand and Meets Demands. 


San Diego comes to the fore with 
a smiling countenance and shows 


storm situation. That city declares 
that the ‘ork ts out, “Business as 
Usual,” and that conditions are prac- 
tically normal again. 

Stanley Hale, Harbor Commissioner 
of San Diego, is a guest at the Sto- 
well. and in discussing the situation 


at the southern city yesterday he de- 
clared emphatically that the 1916 
exposition is certain to open as per. 
schedule on March 18, with every-. 
thing in readiness for a year of pros- 
perity. 

Mr. Hale decieres that the storm 
losses have been greatly exaggerated, 
and that including the loss of the 
Otay dam the total loss, outside of 
the rallramds, will not be over $750,- 
000. The Chizens’ General Relief 
Committee quickly raised $40,000—all 
that was needed—for the relief of 
the storm sufferers, and this work 
was 80 speedily handled that none 
suffered long. 

The San Diego branch of the Auto 
Club of Southern California declares 
that the roads of the southern dis- 
trict will all be open within a few 
weeks, and that the route to Imperial . 
Valley will be ready for use within a 
month. 

Mr. Hale brought to Los Angeles 
the official statement of the Citizens’ 
Relief Committee, headed by Edwin 
M. Capps, the Mayor. This says: 
We learn with regret that the re- 
Ports published in the newspapers 
throughout the country are a gross 
exaggeration of true conditions in 
San Diego city and county. 

It is true that we have lost the Otay 
dam and that the valley just below 
was inundated, but fortunately this 
was a sparsely settied region. The 
loss of lives and property damage, 
while to be deeply regretted, is not 
nearly as great as at first indicated; 
latest reports from the Coroner's of- 
fice place the loss of life at twenty- 
one. The affected area lying close to 
the Mexican border, is fifteen miles 
distant from .the city °f San Diego. 
In addition to the Otay country, two 
or three other country districts are 
affeced as would be expected from 


vailed in Southern California. 
Notwithstanding the loss of the 
Otay dam, the city of San Diego has 
sufficient water stored in its dams and 
reservoirs for five years. 

The relief situation is well In hand 
and while San Diego is truly grate- 
ful for the manv offers ef outside as- 
istance our city is well able to meet 
all demands made on us by our out- 
lying districts.

BALANCES DEBT 


Count Victor Morojeski is again blink- 
ing in the local horizon. as the result 
of the attack on the “Russian Bear” 
at Owls Head, near Oracle, Ariz., 
where he and his former wife own 
some mining property. 

According to friends of the man, 
who have received telegrams regard- 
ing his injuries, Count Morojeski was 
working his claims ip the Tortolita 
Mountains when he was suddenly 
overpowered by unknown men, beaten 
into insensibility, shot and left for 
dead in his cabin. The greatest trou- 
ble prior to this, recorded in the his- 
tory of the Russian nobleman, was the 
fight with his wife, from which he 


emerg second best, and which 
eventVally resulted in her divorce 
from him. 


Some of the trouble grew out of a 
dispute between the two.as to owner- 
ship of mountain mining claims, the 
Countess insisting that they were all 
her own. In the divorce decree she 
was given not only the greater por- 
tion of the property, but awarded a 
judgment of $100 against the Count 
for non-support. When he failed to 
produce the necessary money, she se- 
cured a court order enabling her to 
force him to work out the sum on 
improvements on the mines. 

Strangely enough, the Coumt owes 
his life today, according to the story 
that has reached here, to the fact that 
his former wife appeared at the cabin 
four days after the assault on him. 
Accompanied by her attorney, she im- 
mediately proceeded to assist her 
former spouse, bringing him out of 
his coma and finally carrying him in 
her machine to Tucson, where he 
is on the way to complete recovery. 
This action evens the scales in the 
tortuous life balance of the two, for 
Count Morojeski saved his wife from 
being robbed, beaten and even killed 
at the hands of an English miner in 
the heart of the Alaskan Klondike. 
In saving her, he discovered an im- 
mense Hungarian fire opal clasped in 
the bodice of her dress, and recog- 
nized it as an heirloom of his family, 
stolen many years previously, 

He deemed the opal a good luck 
omen and insisted on marrying the 
woman he had rescued. She believed 
that she owed her life to his prompt 
assistance and that her hour for a 
happy romance was at hand, having 
dispelled the mists of two former un- 
fortunate marriages just a few months 
previous. 

Neither guessed right. Their mar- 
ried life became one tempestuous 
scene after another. These scenes 
were backed by natural environment 
ranging from the cold, bleak ice of 
the far northland to the blighting sun 
of a Mexican desert. They culminated 
in Arizona, and were reviewed in all 
their sordid details in the courts of 
that State. 

Count Morojeski has announced his 
intention of ferreting out the mystery 
of the attack upon him. He will not 
definitely define his. suspicions, but 
claims there are so few grounds for 
such an assault that he can easily base 
his inquiries along paralleling lines. 
His many Los Angeles friends grave- 
ly await the solution.

At last the Republicans of Los An- 
geles city and county have adopted the 
only logical method by which they 
can get solidly behind the representa- 
tive of their party and put him over 
at a primary election.

There is nothing to prevent a man 
from circulating petitions to get his 
name on the ballot, but Republicans 
without the backing of the central 
organization cannot expect to win. As 
a result it is expected aspirants wil! 
go into the convention seeking its in- 
dorsement, and if for any reason it 
is not given they will withdraw from 
the race. | 
“Progressive” leaders have made 
much capital of the fact that the pres- 
ent law permite any number of men 
to get on the ballot, but it has been 
quite noticeable that, while some Re- 
publicans and Democrats in past have 
taken advantage of that provision, it 
is seldom that ever more than one 
“Progressive” is in the field in any 
particular district. The result is 
vious. The “Progressive” gets the un- 
divided support of his party, while 
the several Republicans or Democrats 
are splitting their vote and sometimes 
the best man does not win. 

With the convention plan in vogu 
there is po possibility of a clash o 
Republicans at the polls. The party 
will be firmly behind the man who 
has been indorsed at the convention 
and there can be no question about 
his euccess at the primary. The reg- 
istrations show the county to be over- 
whelmingly Republican, almost as 
much as all of the other parties com- 
bined, and it is expected that prac- 
tically every Republican in the county 
will join the new club.

Law Enforcement. 
ON UNCLE SAM’S BUSINESS 


The hardships of an attempted 
drive through the sand, rain and 
wind, on a journey of 1000 miles, 
from El Paso to Los Angeles, in an 
automobile loaded with Chinese con- 
traband, was told yesterday to United 
States Commissioner Hammack in the 
hearing of Gee Que Kling, a Santa 
Ana rancher, charged with consptring 
to violate the immigration laws. 
The witness was Arthur Berry of 
El Paso, who for the occasion posed 
as a chauffeur, with Immigration In- 
spector Lowenthal, and three Chinese 
started from El] Paso to make the 
trip across the desert, but were com- 
pelled to abandon the machine sev- 
eral hundred miles from Los Ange- 
les, where they took the train for 
this city. 

It is claimed by the government 
that, according to instructions from 
Chinese in Juarez, across the river 
from El Paso, the three contrabands 
were to be delivered to Gee Gue 
Kling, who makes his headquarters 
at the Gee Sang store in the local 
Chinese quarter, and that one of the 
Chinese was delivered to the prison- 
er, who paid $300 for the man, the 
money now being in the hands of the 
local immigration authorities. 

Later on, it is alleged, the other 
two men were taken to Fresno, where 
at a preliminary hearing held Fri- 
day, they were ordered to Fl Paso 
for a further presentation of the case. 
Mr. Berry says that the party al- 
most perished on the way, losing the 
road on account of the wash-outs, 
and narrowly escaping drowning on 
several occasions. The automobile 
was overturned and had to be aban- 
doned miles away from the station 
where they took the train. 

The case was continued for two 
weeks to allow Gee Que Kling an op- 
portunity to get more character wit- 
nesses. It was claimed that he is 
one of the most expert seedsmen 
among the Chinese in Orange county.

BY EMERGENCY APPEAL. 


Special Department of Parent- 
Teacher Association Asks Aid in 
Work of Helping Families Keep 
Children in Sclhfool—Many Thou- 
sand Garments Given Out. 


The emergency department of the 
Los Angeles Federation Parent- 
Teacher Association, sent out a strong 
appeal yesterday for clothing, shoes 
and bedding for school children in 
several hundred families who are not 
only deprived from attending school 
because of lack of raiment, but are 
actually suffering. 


More than 200 new families ap- 
plied for ai@ in January. In many 
cases all ald was refused because there 
was no clothing to give out. This 
situation is becoming more acute 
each day, it is stated, and the demand 
for old clothing for girls and boys 
between the ages of six and fifteen 
calls for immediate action. Bedding 
is also sorely needed by these families. 
The association receives large quan- 
tities 6f clothing from many sources 
but not nearly enough to supply the 
need. At a meeting of the associa- 
tion in the Times Assembly Room day 
before yesterday, Mrs. W. M. Briz- 
zolari, chaifman of the emergency 
department, stated that during the 
last six months nearly 19,000 gar- 
ments have been dispersed and great 
quantities of shoes. In the month of 
December more than 9000 garments 
were given out. 

Every family who can spare out- 
grown clothing or cast-off clothing is 
requested to send the g@rments, shoes

RIZED ART WORKS 
IN ANCIENT PLACE. 


There was rejoicing of Padre Do- 
mingo Zalvidar and his associate 
priests at the old Church of Our 
Lady the Queen of the Angels, yes- 
terday, when there was placed in 
their ¢are, through the courtesy of 
Mgr. Harnett, administrator of the 
diocese, a series of Indian paintings, 
and others, and rare old vestments, 
that have been absent from the Plaza 
Church for six years, 

The restoration to their proper 
place of pictures that for years were 
noted features of the ancient church 
means much in a sentimental way to 
the old members of this parish, and 
it materially adds to the riches of the 
Mission Museum. It is probable that 
additional room for the display of 
these pictures will be required, and 
that within a short time arrange- 
ments will be made to give the Mis- 
sion Museum adequate space in which 
to display its rare collections. 

The pictures restored yesterday are 
seventeen in number. There are 
fourteen of the Stations of the Cross, 
all painted by. Indians of the early 
mission . The work is crude, 
but highly interesting, as depicting 
their ideas of these subjects. In 
i case the colors are bright and 
clear. 

Probably the most notable of the 
collection, however, is a picture de- 


picting the Holy Trinity—the only | 


one of its kind known to exist. It 
was painted in Spain and brought to 
Mexico, and later to the mission soon 
it was founded. This canvas 
an interesting history. Many 
years ago, when an Indian uprising 
was feared, and the good padres con- 
sidered the church in danger of be- 
ing looted, the canvas was taken from 
its frame and securely tucked away 
in the rafters of the church. Some- 
how it was overlooked, and not until 
years afterwards discovered. When 
Padre Juan Caballeria was pastor of 
this church, he had the picture re- 
framed and it was placed in the 
chapel of Our Lady of Guadaloupe, 
maintained in the tower of the old 
church. When Padre Juan was about 
to return ta Barcelona, Spain, to 
spend the remainder of his days, he 
had the Indian pictures and the 
three other canvases taken to the 
Cathedral and turned over to the 
Bishop. 

Here again the pictures seem to 
have been forgotten, as they were 
stored in a basement: but eventually 
were recalled and Mgr. Harnett de- 
cided that the proper place for them 
was at the old Plaza rectory. 

In this collection ts a fine copy of 
the “Divina Pastora,” painted by 
Pacheco, a disciple of Murillo. The 
original of this picture hangs in the 
Church of Santa Maria, Seville. The 
other canvas, which is believed to be 
of French origin, represents the bap- 
tism of Christ. All of these came to 
the mission in its earliest days. 

There was also turned over to the 
Plaza Church yesterday by Mer. Har- 
nett two vestments that came from 
Spain and were used in the old 
church more than 1060 years ago. 
There is a cope of white silk, bro- 
caced and worked with tiny rose- 
buds and leaves, and through the 
texture run strands of gold. Another 
cope is of deep green, with threads 
of gold and wide golden fringe, Also 
there is an altar cloth of rare Span- 
ish lace, that came to this church 
from Mexico about 100 years ago.

VICTORY IN 
SEEMING DEFEAT. 


CHARITIES DECISION FAVORS 
CITY, SAYS DR. JOHNSON. 


Careful consideration of the recent 
Supreme Court decision In the Los 
Angeles charities case turns apparent 
defeat into victory, according to Dr. 
Milbank Johnson, president of the 
Municipal Charities Commission, who 
addressed the Council yesterday 
morning. Dr. Johnson said the 
Charities Commission and the City 
Attorney met and digested carefully 
the lengthy opinion, which, accord- 
ing to members of the court, was 
one of the most gh problems 
before the court in recent years and 
which required nine months to settle. 

“The city of Los Angeles has .been 
making history in the last few days,” 
Dr. Johnson told the Council. “While 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
rendered a few days ago was appar- 
ently a decision against the city, con- 
sideration of the full text of the de- 


cision established definitely the right of | da 


the municipality to regulate charities. 
Fifty cities of the United States which 
have sought to follow the example of 
Los Angeles in this manner have been 
waiting anxiously for this decision. 
The Supreme Court ruling is, in ef- 
fect, that the city has the right to 
adopt definite rules for the regula- 
tion of charities. It seems, however, 
that the original ordinance adopted 
here does not specify just what is a 
‘reasonable degree of efficiency,’ but 
the city can maintain regulation of 
charities practically without change 
from the original programme. in 
this we realize that the city has ac- 


rl tually won a great victory.” 


Dr. Johnson informed the Council 
that two State Labor Bureau solicitors 
began work with the Municipal Em- 
ployment Bureau yesterday. These 
men, he said, receive their salaries, 
automobiles and expenses from the 
State, and thus the State contributes 
at least $8000 a year to the employ- 
ment agency work that is still under 
direction of the local commission.

VIOLINIST PRESENTS EXACTING 
PROGRAMME AT TRINITY. 


By Edwin F. Schaliert. — 


Versatility in musicianship and in- 
terpretation in the space afforded by 
the limitations of a recital is not al- 
ways the easiest thing in the worid 
for a violinist to display, but Chris- 
tiaan Timmner, sturdy and sincere, 
after the fashion of his countrymen, 
manifested it in no uncertain fashion 
Friday evening at Trinity Auditorium. 
Mr. Timmner, who was formerly con- 
cert master of the Concertgebouw 
Symphony Orchestra of Amsterdam, 
Holland, of which country he is a 
native, has just lately settled in this 
city, and this was his first public ap- 
pearance here. 

The impression he created will 
make him a more-than-welcome as- 
set of the local musical community, 
for his work is possessed of qualities 
that make it distinctive, truly pleas- 
ing and fascinating at once. Sturdi- 
ness and sincerity are not the only 
resources he possesses, by any means, 
although the latter is probably his 
most striking artistically. He also 
brought to his hearers a marvelously 
well-developed technique, enabiing 
him to toss off doubie-stop difficulties,

He gave himself ample opportunity 
to reveal his qualities in a programme 
of very fair length and of varied tex- 


ture. He revealed the sincerity of his 


)mature in his perception of the mu- 


sical values of Mozart as in the in- 
stance of Bruch, Saint-Saens or Schu- 
mann, and his ever present feeling 
for the spirit of their diverse require- 
ments. 

The lightness of his tonal quaiity 
in the Mozart and Wienilawski num- 
bers is something rarely attained. He 
showed warm feeling for the Beetho- 
ven muse as exemplified in the two ro- 
mances, the one in G major and the 
one in’F major. His Bach Giaccona, 
for the music student, was a distinct 
treat. This was for violin alone. His 
Introduction et Rondo Capriccioso 
had a touch of light capriciousness 
that contrasted delizhtfully with his 
stolid personality. He also included 
an “Intermezzo Caprice” by Harley 
Hamilton that proved genuinely pleas- 
ing in its contrasting sweet meiodious- 
ness and swaying rhythms to the other 
features of the programme, which was 
with this exception an unusually tax- 
ing one. 

Mrs Hennion Robinson's accom- 
paniments were characterized by 
rare delicacy, fine feeling and shad- 
ing.

The funeral, attended by nearly 
1000 Japanese in more than 150 auto- 
mobiles, was one of the most remark- 
able and noteworthy the Japanese 
colony has known. Three hearses 
headed the procession, and it re- 
quired two trucks and two automo- 
biles to convey the floral offerings, 
nearly 100 in number. Violets and 
pink carnations were used as substi- 
tutes for wistaria and cherry blos- 
soms and in the funeral oration were 
referred to as the latter. 

At the chapel in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery, before the bodies were con- 
veyed to the crematory, a double fu- 
neral service was observed, one un- 
der the rites of Buddhism and the 
other the Christian form, 

When the three caskets were 
placed in front of the altar and the 
mammoth floral designs set in place, 
a priest of Buddha in a gorgeous 
purple-and-gold , robe, assisted by 
four young men, began a chant. At 
first the sound was like the low wail 
of a violin, sobbing and crying, the 
very soul of grief. 
increased and took form, a musical 
cadence, rising and falling, and then 
abruptiy ceasing, only to be started 
again in a higher key. The chant 
was increased until the sound filled 
the chapel and died away in a minor 
chord, and was repeated again and 
again... Toward the end the musical 
notes disappeared and in their place 
came distinctly enunciated words, the 
prayer for the dead. The chant was 
continue? for nearly twenty minutes. 

The Buddhist priest then read the 
funeral service and rites, and with 
many geaufiections and elaborate use 
of fan and beads, consigned the dead 
to their last rest. 

Immediately following this part of 
the service the Rev. Mr. Tanaka, 
pastor of the Japanese Christian 
Church, read the Christian service for 
the dead and in an eloquent prayer 
blended East with West and told of 
the death of the Savior and His resur- 
urrection. 

While neither Mr Shimamoto nor 
his wife had embraced the Christian 
faith, they were deep students of the 
Bible and at the time of their wed- 
ding, two years ago, requested that 
the Rev. Mr. Tanaka, should he be 
in a position to do so, should conduct 
their funeral.

ASKS THAT ACTION BY COURT BE 
HASTENED. 


Man Accredited with Building the 
First Self-propelied Electric Ve- 
hicle, and Devising Many Useful 
Appliances, Alleges Violation of 
Trust Agreement—Asks Damages. 


Guy H. Hayes, attorney for Julius 
E. Haschke, a well-known inventor of 
electrical appliances, will petition the 


Superior Court tomorrow morning to 


set for an early date the trial of his 
client's action for the recovery of 
stock and damages asked from H. M. 
Crowther and the Electra Manufac- 
turing Company of this city. 

The suit was filed several weeks 
ago. Mr. Haschke alleges in his com- 
plaint that April 23, 1914, he entered 
into a trust agreement with Mr. 
Crowther whereby the latter received 
under specified conditions a transfer 
of 93,250 shares of the capital stock 
of the Electra company. The stock 
is alleged to have been valued at ap- 
proximately $25,000. 

According to Mr. Haschke, the stock 
transferred to Mr. Crowther has not 
been used for the purpose specified in 
the agreement and the court will be 
asked to instruct Mr. Crowther to re- 
transfer the atock to the original 
owner, who was also the organizer of 
the company. 

It is further alleged by Mr. Haschke 
that the defendant corporation has at- 
tempted by resolution of its board of 
directors to obtain contro) of r. 
Crowther’s stock and he requests that 
this action be declared 
that he be awarded by the court 
$5000 damages, alleged to have been 
caused by the defendants.

Mr. Haschke came here from Chica- 
go about two and a half years ago. 
He is the inventor of a carbon point, 
a@ patent battery compound and many 
other appliances. He also holds the 
patents for a special high-efficiency 
motor used in electric automobiles, 
storage-battery launches, ‘etc. 

He was formerly associated with 
Thomas A. Edison in the East and is 
accredited with having bullt the first 
self-propel ed electric vehicle in 
Americ¢a, a tricycle affair with which 
he dodged the Chicago crossing po- 
licemen in 1891. During the Chica- 
go ‘exposition in 892 Mr. Haschke 
built for the exposition officials nine- 
ty-five electric launches, the first large 
order for such craft ever placed tn 
this country. 

A few years ago, at a convention of 
the American Bankers’ Association at 
Chicago, Mr. Haschke confounded 
the builders of so-called fire and 
burglar-proof safes. He ran his elec- 
tric automobile on the stage, attached 
two wires to its batteries and with his 
carbon-point appliance, in less than 
~— minutes burnt away the walls of 
a safe.

Takes Advantage of Natural Hill- 
side Slope for Placing of Seats. 
Financial Plan is Perfected. 


With preliminary architectural de- 
signs in course of preparation and its

This huge audi- 
torium, it is stated by the projectors, 
is to be used for Chautauqua meet- 
ings, conventions musical festivals 
and other great assemblages of a pub- 
lic character, being conducted on lines

It is accessible to 
both the Griffin-avenue yellow line 
and the Pacific Electric lines on Pasa- 
dena avenue. 

Sketches for the proposed building, 
as laid out by the architect, Arthur 8. 
Heineman, call for a structure of 
unique type built against the sloping 
ground, “with the stage at the lower 
end and the rows of seats constructed 
directly on the ground m slowly as- 
cending terraces. Roughly, 300 feet 
square, the auditorium proper is to 
be covered by a roof of glass carried 
on steel spans supported in the center 
by two rows of slender iron columns.

MAGNATE BELIEVES. 


With the price of copper at the 
highest mark in thirty years and every 
indication pointing toward further in- 
creases, probably the most contented 
class of individuals in the country are 
the copper men, according to Sher- 
wood Aldrich of New York. Mr. AlM- 
rich, who ig at the Alexandria, is one 
of the leading copper men of the 
world. He has large interests in 
South American countries, in Europe 


and in several States, including Mon- 
tana and Arizona. 


for thirty years the present price of 
26% cents per pound looks fine to 
mining men,” said Mr. Aldrich yes- 
terday. “For immediate delivery and 
even for deliveries as late as several 
months hence the price of copper 
shows every indication of advancing. 
Of course, there ig nothing in the 
past on which we may base a fore- 
cast, but 30-cent cepper is not an 
improbability in the near future. 
“The greatest ,stimulus the copper 
industry has ev received has been 
given by the war. Enormous ex- 
penditure of the copper supplies in 
the manufacturing of munitions, can- 
non, etc., has depleted the supply in 
Europe until at present but a com- 
paratively infinitesimal amount of the 
original supply remains. The demand 
has never been as great. The high 
price of the commodity has attracted 
the attention of capitalists, and thous- 
ands of investors have turned to the 
development of copper fields as being 
the safest place to put their money. 
“Contrary to statements of many 
individuals, I do not believe there has 
been any considerable increase in pro- 
duction as yet. It takes years to bring 
a copper mine to a fair degree of 
productivity, and so far there has 
only been an increase in the develop- 


“As long as there is an excess of 
consumption over production prices 
will continue to soar. In my opinion, 
there will be a considerable fluctua- 
tion in the copper market at the con- 
clusion of the war—or, rather, during 
the period of uncertainty following 
the cessation of active hostili#i@s and 
during the period of armistice prior 
to the announcement of the condi- 
tions of the peace treaties. - After 
that, however, with all Europe going 
into the market to replenish her im- 
poverished supply of copper utensils, 
there will be an enormous purchasing 
of the metal here. This indicates, to 
me at least, that there will be no seri- 
ous reduction in price for years to 
come.” 

Aldrich, who is widely known 
as the largest stockholder in the Ray 
Consolidated Copper Company of Ray.

In “Zeppelin Nights” (John Lane Com- 
pany) E. Madox Hueffer (sometimes col- 
laborator with Joseph Conrad) and Violet 
Hunt have patterned after the method of 
Boccaccio a sequence of unrelated stories. 
And, as in Boccaccio’s Tales, much of the 
cleverness is put into the conversational 
interludes. 

The authors explain as the gentlemen and 
ladies of Florence fled the plague-ridden 
} city and wandered about regaling one an- 
other with stories, so in London, while the 
Zeppelin horror impended night after night, 
a little company gathered at the home of a 
young widow beloved by Mr. Serapion Hunt- 
er, and: spent the sleepless nights listening 
to his stories. 

Serapion shows a decided penchant for 
historical episodes, and ancient Greece and 
Rome, medieval France and England, furnish 
most of the themes, though the assiduous 


Many sharp passages are in “Zeppelin 
Nights,” but easily the most brilliant and 
incisive is that reporting the conversation 
between the English politician and the lady 
novelist of Irish extraction. It is a brutal 
way to treat a “lady.” but she had ven- 
tured to say among other things: “I simply 
don’t believe that flirtations will be a bit 
less delicious if the policeman at the corner 
fis German instead of English.” 


“The Super-Barbarians.” 
Mr. Carlton Dawe has kindly assisted his 
native land in her war with Germany by 
putting the most terrible of the enemy’s 
submarines in Davy Jones’s locker. All this 
and much-more takes places in “The Super- 
Barbarians” (John Lane Company.) 

The mysterious German submarine sinks 
many ships, indiscriminately torpedoing 
merchantmen, steamers and men-of-war, and 
in the course of operation sinks that vessel 
whereon Hugh Duncan serves as mate. The 
German captain (typically German in the 
English eyes; considers the Kaiser and God 
nearly synonyms and quotes Nietzsche) 
takes Duncan aboard the submarine as 
prisoner; and after sinking another pas- 
senger ship, also takes aboard a young Eng- 
lish woman. \ 

From that point, romance twines itself 
about a narrative calculated to fill the read- 
er’s heart with contempt and loathing for 
the Germans, and to rejoice greatly after 
the hero and heroine evade a murderous 
and lecherous Gernian in the Moroccan des- 
ert, and the hero gives the information to a 
British warship which allows the command- 
er to sink the submarine and rescue his 
sister—for such she is, so romantically and 
dramatically have the nimble fingers of 
coincidence fashioned the story. 


“Fantomas.” 

There are perhaps a few people in the 
world who can read “Fantomas” in a dim- 
lit room until way past midnight and then 
go yawning to bed without that creepy, the- 
feel- 
ing. This is a rea! hair-raising, ghastly, ab- 
sorbing, complicated mystery story of the 
kind that'll make even blase critics jump 
when the wind howls.

The 
authors have shown what no Anglo-Saxon 
seems ever able to do, and that is an im- 
personal regard for the law and the efforts 
of the resourceful and intelligent detective 
to get Fantomas to the guillotine; nor have 


thinking it requires a sixth sense to under- 
stand metaphysics. That reason is that if 
metaphysicians understand of what they are 
talking they do not seem to lay a premise 
and build their arguments on it; for the 
most part they ramble and wander, and have 
fallen into disrepute among philosophic stu- 
dents, not so much because of what is 
taught as because of the way it is taught. 

“Theism and Humanism” (George H. 
Doran Company,) by Arthur James Balfour, 
at present First Civil Lord of the British 
Admiralty, a statesman as well as a philoso- 
pher of distinction, penetrates the higher 
realm of metaphysics, and does so with 
clarity of logic. ‘The book is made up of 
the Gifford Lectures, given by Mr. Balfour 
at the University of Glasgow in 1914. 

This is one of the few brilliant, compact, 
books of philosophy that may be found. If 
philosophers are notoriously prolix, meta- 
physicians are infamously so. But Mr. Bal- 
four has used few words for a thesis of 
great magnitude. In brief he rejects the 
naturalistic interpretation of life, showing 
how—if that interpretation is accurate— 
esthetics, the appreciation of beauty, ethics 
and the traceable pattern of design running 
through the universe, must be classed as 
mere accidents and incidents of evolution. 

“Can we,” he asks, after showing how 
useless and even harmful are the higher 
forms of loyalty to the principles of evolu- 
tion, “be content to regard the highest loy- 


alties, the most devoted love, the most limit- | 


less self-abnegation as the useless excesses 
of a world-system, which in its effort to 
adapt organism to environment has over- 
shot its mark? I deem it impossible. The 
naturalistic setting must be expanded into 
one which will give the higher ethics an 
origin congruous with their character. Se- 
lection must be treated as an instrument of 
purpose, not simply as its mimic.” 

He is tmpatient with agnostics, saying: 
“If you ask me what I have in mind when 1 
say that agnostic empiricism never faces 
facts, I reply that it never really takes ac- 
count of that natural history of knowledge, 
of that complex of causes, rational and non- 
rational, which have brought our accepted 
stock of beliefsintobeing. .. . Whenit 
(agnosticism) is resolved not to part with a 
conclusion, anything will serve it for an ar- 
gument; only when it is incredulous does 
it know how to be critical.” 

What Mr. Balfour seems to have done is 
to carry Bergson’s philosophy to its logical 
conclusion. Bergson has never postulated 
God, but the “vital impulse.” He has ex- 
posed what he believes are fallacies of the 
naturalistic theory, but has never done so 
in the interest of theism, although those 
who have followed his teachings have won- 
dered how he could eventually evade it 
without either standing still or contradicting 
himself. 

Mr. Balfour declares for a God,'a personal, 
moral, sensient God. And whether or not 
one accept fully his conclusions, it is, we 
believe, very apparent that he has dealt 
the naturalistic theory (or rather, its con- 
clusions) the hardest blows ever struck on 
behalf of theology.

HOW DIPLOMATS MAKE WAR. By «a British 
Statesman. B. W. Huebsch, New York. 


HE publisher’s word for it that a “Brit- 
ish statesman” wrote “How Diplomats 
Make War.” 

It’s about the last kind of utterance that 
would be credited to any kind of a states- 
man. He practically calls statecraft as now 
practiced “poppycock,” “buncombe” and 
makes it out to be much like a cellar full 
of dynamite and powder amid which polli- 
ticlans and diplomats grope with burning 
matches—and when a diplomat tries to burn 
a rival diplomat’s fingers a slip is often 
made that results in some kind of an ex- 
plosion like the war in Europe. . 

Secret treaties, says the anonymous 
statesman, are an abominable menace, 
pledging whole countries of people to ex- 
pensive and exhaustive action following

Diplomats and statesmen are also put 
down as liafs who work up popular and 
jingo sentiment among the people to con- 
done their own bungling. He cites an in- 
stance that “one has only to go to Hansard 
or the public prints to find speeches of min- 
isters which contradict 99 per cent. of the 
stuff published against Germany as to her 
foreign affairs, naval and military develop- 
ment, literature, music and science.” 

The anonymous statesman doesn’t set 
himself up as a German-lover, but declares 
that, no matter what evil things may truth- 
fully be said of Germany, the fact still re- 
mains that the powers allied with England 
did conspire to isolate Germany by girding 
her with hostile alliances; and contends 
that, despite the assiduous posing of British 
statesmen, despite all the palaver about 
their “honor,” “the neutrality of Belgium 
will not serve for a pretext, since those 
who do not take every ministerial utterance 
as gospel have en the trouble to study 
all of the diplomatic correspondence and the 
history of treaties.”

GIGANTIC manufacturing en- 

terprise that will bring $500,000

The factory, which is one of the 
most important industrial acquisitions 
yet made by Los Angeles, will occupy 
a five-acre tract on Santa Fe avenue 
near Forty-eighth street.

The plans for the fectory were pre- 
Pared in the New York offices of the 
corporation. Special ‘machinery for 
the equipment, made in the company’s 
own machine shops at Maywood, I11., 
is now on the way to Los Angeles. 

The plant will face on Santa Fe 
avenue. be served with 
switehing facilities from both the 
Santa Fe and Southern Pacific rail- 


story reinforced concrete bullding of 
attractive design, standing to the front 
of the other structures. This build- 
ing will be 36x95 feet in size, will have 
ornamental tile panels and a tile roof. 
It will be flanked on either side by 
grass plots and flower beds. 

Rack of the offices will stand the 
lithograph building, a two-story con- 
crete structure 185x75 feet in dimen- 
sions. The first floor of this building 


will contain the tin-plating depart- | 
ment and storage space. The second

Back 
of the factory will stand a warehouse 
115x155 feet in size containing storage 
space for 12,000,000 fruit cans. 

The other structures will be a large 
fireproof garage for the housing of 
the company’s fleet of delivery trucks 
and a building containing . boiler- 
rooms and a soldering department. 
Several loading sheds will be erected 
along the railway switches, provision 
being made for the handling of twen- 
ty-four freight cars at once. 

Besides being of the most substan- 
tial type of construction throughout, 
the factory will incorporate the most! 
modern provisions for the comfort of 
the employees. One end of the office 
building will contain a completely- 
equipped hospital. rooms for 
women employees will be provided 
in each building. Sanitary drinking 
fountains will be distributed over all 
parts of the grounds. .

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS GOV- 
ERiLING TRUCKMASTERS AND 
THEIR DUTIES. 


The duties of the truckmaster will 
be to see that all chauffeurs and other 
employees are 


perform all the duties devolving upon 
in connection with the motor 
truck company. 

He will be held responsible for the 
condition of the trucks and the per- 
fect management and discipline of the 
companies under his charge. 

He will require chauffeurs to main- 
tain supervision over the care of the 
trucks and property, including the 
loads, and will hold them strictly re- 
sponsible therefor. 

The truckmaster will report every 
evening to the quartermaster for in- 
structions for the next day's travel, 
and will have the company in readi- 
ness promptly at the time specified. | 

Truckmasters should have authority 
for granting a few hours’ leave of 
absence extending over twelve hours, 
in the case of formal application be- 
ing made. Such leaves should only be 


spared, and to such extent as is ap- 
proved by the immediate superior. 
Should a chauffeur desire a leave of 
absence extednnig over twelve hours, 
he should be required to make appli- 
cation in writing through his truck 
master and assistant truckmaster, giv- 
ing his name, position and necessity 
for leave. The truckmaster will be 
held responsible for the condition and 
appearance of the trucks, and see that 
proper orders are given to that effect. 
DUTIES OF ASSISTANT TRUCK- 
MASTER. 


The assistant truckmaster will be 
held accountable for the proper and 
complete equipment of his section of 
the company, and the management 
and discipline thereof. 

The assistant truckmaster when on 
detached service with motor trucks 
will be responsible for and perform all 
the duties ordinarily required of the 
truckmaster. 

The assistant truckmaster will per- 
form such duties as may be assigned 
to him by competent authority. | 

DUTIES OF THE MACHINIST. 

The machinist will be provided with 
a full kit of tools and spare parts, 
which he will keep on hand for field 
service, and which will be ample for 
the necessary repairing of the trucks 
on the march. He will also be re- 
quired to give assistance in the pack- 
ing of the trucks, keep a strict ac- 
count of the trucks as they are 
repaired, reporting any accident 
promptly to the assistant truckmaster.
